Police collect evidence 
of problems at Wildmill 


EVIDENCE is 
being gathered on 
whether or not a 
Public Places Order 
should be imple¬ 
mented in Wildmill 
as a means of con¬ 
trolling anti-social 
behaviour on the 
streets. 

The Licensing 
Department at Bridgend 
County Borough Council 
(BCBC) and police are 
gathering evidence at 
present about public 
order, drinking, litter and 
crime, which is needed 
to support the case for a 
PPO. 

Coun Roger Marsh 
said that the order would 


cover The Precinct if it 
came into force, and he 
said a lot of evidence 
had come forward at 
PACT meetings over the 
past two months about 
drinking binges taking 
place until 2am. 

He said: “We have a 
comprehensive list of 
problems including 
drugs, under-age drink¬ 
ing, alcohol abuse and 
anti-social behaviour. 
They are rampant. 

“These are being list¬ 
ed and the police have 
been informed. These 
reports will also go to 
the licensing officer. 

“The whole communi¬ 
ty is coming together to 
make these reports.” 

Coun Marsh said that 


many incidents take 
place right in front of the 
CCTV cameras, but 
these are either switched 
off or pointing the 
wrong way. Only one 
camera was fixed - the 
others swivel around: 
“But the main one never 
seems to be on,” he 
added. 

Coun David Unwin 
said that the town coun¬ 
cil should find out 
whether the equipment 
in Wildmill was working 
and if not, why not. 

He said: “There’s no 
point in having it other¬ 
wise. That’s the one 
place the CCTV cameras 
should be working. We 


have given money to 
improve the visibility at 
night there.” 

Coun Bob Burns said 
that he would present 
any written evidence on 
this to the review panel 
currently investigating 
the CCTV system in the 
borough. 

Coun Haydn Morgan 
said he understood that 
staff shortages at 
Bryncethin meant that 
the screens are not being 
monitored. 

Coun Unwin said he 
was alarmed to hear this 
and asked Coun Bums to 
investigate and report 
back.

Multi million pound Island 
Farm scheme is amended 


CHANGES have been made to the 
ambitious multi-million pound scheme 
lodged for the Island Farm site at 
Bridgend. 

Developers HD Ltd have submitted new plans 
which supercede those given out at the last meeting of 
Bridgend Town Council. 

The proposals for a museum and heritage centre 
based at Hut 9 have been dropped, along with the pro¬ 
posed wildlife centre and cafe. 

Instead, a 43-acre wildlife reserve, which is an 
important habitat for dormice, will be fenced off with 
no pubhc access. 

Hut 9 will also be sealed off with no facilities for 
the public provided. This is owned by Bridgend 
County Borough Council. However, all of the pro¬ 
posed sports facilities remain unchanged. 

The scheme includes plans for: 

• A 15,000-seat stadium for rugby league together 
with offices, changing facilities, conference facilities, 
corporate hospitality suites, restaurants and bars. 

• Facilities for boxing and a gymnasium. 

• A sports chnic. 

• Tennis facilities, including outdoor courts and an 
indoor tennis centre. 

• A 2,000-seat stadium for Bridgend Town Football 
Club. 

• A 5,000-seat stadium for Bridgend Ravens RFC. 

Training facilities and an all year round multi-sports 

facility wiU also be provided. 

The other big change is a hike in the number of 
parking places to be provided, from the 1,250 origi¬ 
nally proposed to a figure somewhere between 1,750 
and 2,250. 

Park and ride facilities are also planned with the site 
linked by shuttle bus to Bridgend town centre and the 


out-of-town shopping areas around Bridgend. Access 
will be via a traffic signalled junction off the A48, 
although there will also be a through link between the 
Science Park and the site. Plans to extend the Science 
Park are still included. 

Information about the new application is contained 
in 17 files of documents which local residents are still 
trying to wade through. At the moment, their main 
concerns are to do with the increase in traffic to the site 
signalled by the increased car parking capacity. 

The A48 is already said to be overloaded at peak 
times, and SEWTA has proposed to the Welsh 
Assembly that the stretch between Laleston and 
Waterton be dualled, although no decision is expected 
until December. 

The cost of the entire Island Farm project is now 
given as more than £50m, and the application is still in 
outline, although an environmental impact assessment 
has now been included. 

The wildlife park will be designated a site of impor¬ 
tance for nature conservation and will be protected. It 
is unclear who will be responsible for future mainte¬ 
nance of this area. 

Hut 9 is a Grade 2 hsted building, as it is the last 
remnant of the prisoner of war camp on the site. There 
are bats hving inside the hut which are a protected 
species. 

Bridgend Town Council is to hold a special meeting 
to discuss the scheme, although the out-of-date details 
were distributed to members at their last meeting. 

They are also seeking a meeting with Merthyr 
Mawr Community Council, which covers the greater 
part of the area involved in the apphcation. 

The final decision rests with Bridgend County 
Borough Council.

A highly experi¬ 
enced football 
league figure has 
become the new 
supremo at a local 
football club. 

The former Cardiff 
City manager, Eddie 
May, has assumed con¬ 
trol of first-team affairs 
at Porthcawl Town 
Eootball Club.

His first match in 
charge will be this 
Saturday, at home to 
Llanwem. 

Eddie May was an 
uncompromising cen¬ 
tre-back, playing more 
than 300 games for 
Wrexham and almost 
100 for Swansea. 

The highlight of his 
managerial career was 
probably his three years 
at Cardiff City, between 
1991 and 1994.

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COUNCIL BASKS IN PRAISE AS DATA 
SHOWS IT MAKING ‘STEADY PROGRESS’ 


BRIDGEND County Borough 
Council continues to provide 
some of the best local services 
in Wales - according to 
2008/2009 statistics from the 
Local Government Data Unit - 
Wales (LGDU), a council 
spokeswoman stated last week. 

The unit’s annual comparison of 
Wales’s 22 local authorities shows 
Bridgend has made some important 
and substantial improvements year on 
year, especially in delivering its statu¬ 
tory responsibilities. 

The statistics reveal that Bridgend 
is particularly strong in areas designed 
to help the economy and the environ¬ 
ment, she claimed. 

Highlights include: 

• Waste: Bridgend’s record in min¬ 
imising the percentage of waste that is 
sent to landfill continues to be 
amongst the best in Wales. Bridgend 
is also one of only two Welsh authori¬ 
ties making significant use of waste to 
recover heat and power. 

# Fly tipping: Bridgend is still one of 
the top performing authorities for its 
speed in clearing fly tipping and took 


enforcement action in 36.41 per cent 
of fly tipping cases, compared with 
the Welsh average of only 8.07 per 
cent. 

• Highways: Bridgend is among the 
top three Welsh councils in the stan¬ 
dards of cleanliness of its highways 
and other land. 

• Benefits: Bridgend is one of the top 
four Welsh authorities in processing 
new housing benefit and council tax 
claims. 

• Invoices: 97 per cent of undisputed 
invoices were paid within 30 days, the 
joint best in Wales. The Welsh average 
is 88 per cent. 

• Inspections: At 100 per cent, 
Bridgend is top for carrying out its 
statutory duties on inspecting high- 
risk businesses. 

More . . . 

Elsewhere, the council’s support for 
older people in the community, resi¬ 
dential care and nursing homes contin¬ 
ues to improve. It is also one of the 
better authorities for delivering a dis¬ 
abled facilities grant, which helps 
towards the cost of adapting a dis¬ 
abled person’s home to enable them to 
continue to live there. 


Today’s Pis show that the percent¬ 
age of looked after children with per¬ 
manent care plans improved substan¬ 
tially from 50 per cent in 2007/08 to 
78 per cent in 2008/09. 

However, the average time to com¬ 
plete core assessments is still below 
the national average. Real progress 
has been made in Children’s Services 
in the last 12 months, which led to 
special measures being lifted by the 
Welsh Assembly Government. 

A robust plan continues to be in 
place to maintain progress. 

Only a very low proportion of 
young people now leave school with¬ 
out an approved external qualification, 
in line with the good progress which 
has been made in the last three years. 
The ratio for Bridgend is now much 
better than the Welsh average. 

Coun Mel Nott, the leader of 
Bridgend County Borough Council, 
says today’s data shows the authority 
is continuing to make steady progress 
as it works towards its vision of 
becoming the council providing the 
best local services in Wales.. 

He said: “This kind of data is 
extremely important for residents, 
elected members and staff, because it 


presents a clear picture of where we 
do well as an authority and where we 
must look to do even better. 

“The encouraging news from 
today’s statistics is that we are an 
improving council, and I am really 
proud that in some services we are 
amongst the very best. That can only 
be good news for our residents for 
whom we work so hard.” 

Coun Nott added: “I am particularly 
pleased that this data shows how seri¬ 
ously we take our environmental com¬ 
mitments, and how keen we are to 
support the local economy by the 
speedy processing of our invoices and 
our council tax and benefits claims. 

“But there will be no complacency 
in the areas where we do well. 
Similarly, we will be looking closely 
at where we can improve and examin¬ 
ing measures to make that happen. 

“On behalf of the cabinet I would 
like to thank all our staff who are 
working hard to help deliver improv¬ 
ing services for the residents of 
Bridgend County Borough,” he con¬ 
cluded. 


Trust opposes 
plan for 'neglected" 
listed building 

F or several years, Cae Court, a list¬ 
ed building in Merthyr Mawr Road, 
has been left unoccupied. 

As we all know, unoccupied buildings, if not 
looked after, tend to deteriorate. Unfortunately, this 
is the case with Cae Court. 

Over the years, Bridgend Civic Trust have writ¬ 
ten on several occasions to the owners, Riversdale 
Surgery, and the council, urging them to ensure that 
it is put to a good use. 

However, the building was neglected and vandals 
got in and this culminated earlier this year in a fire 
which all but destroyed the conservatory. Now the 
owners have applied for listed building consent to 
demolish the remains of the conservatory. 

It is the contention of Bridgend Civic Trust that 
the owners be obliged to restore the conservatory to 
its original state, and to safeguard the rest of the 
building with a view to early occupation. 

We feel that if a site is owned with an unwanted 
building in situ, it is too easy to let it fall into disre¬ 
pair, thus making demolition the only option. 
Allowing this application will set a precedent for 
others. 

We therefore have urged that this application be 
refused.

Do GEM readers recall 
this vintage Delage? 


I AM endeavouring to 
trace the history of a 
1925 Delage sports car 
that was owned circa 1949 
by a Mr Thompson, an 
enthusiast in Porthcawl. 

The car has had a chequered 
history since that time and I am 
starting to restore it to the origi¬ 
nal specification. 

The Delage company (Paris, 

France), enjoyed a reputation 
for high quality cars. 

Despite their relatively high 
cost, they sold well in the UK via 
two London-based importers and numerous 
provincial dealerships. 

During the mid-1920's, the Delage DI series 
were the most popular. They had a four cylinder 
overhead valve engine, four speed gearbox, four 
wheel brakes. They were a delight to drive. 

The Delage ‘boat tail’ tourer’s are probably the 
best remembered amongst the range of coach- 
work available. 

The Delage in question is the sporting model, 
a type DISS, and appears to have started life with 
a boat tailed body. 

This is evidenced by the pattern of corrosion 
on the top of the chassis rails. 

Its current registration number, JTG 431, was 
issued by Glamorgan County Council in July 
1949 to a Mr Harry Thompson of Sea View, John 
Street, Porthcawl. 



At that time, its original coachwork had been 
replaced with a two-seater body, and the radiator 
cut down in height, very much a ‘special’. 

It survived in this state and was in regular use 
by ten subsequent owners until a few years ago, 
when parts were removed to service another car. 

The fact that it had been re-bodied and re-reg- 
istered in the late 1940s when cars were in short 
supply, leads me to suspect it had been found 
derelict in a scrapyard after the war. 

I would be most grateful to hear from anyone 
who might recall this Delage or Mr Thompson 
and may be able to provide some more clues to 
the car's early history. (Or indeed of any other 
Delage recollections).

‘No accident - no 
action’ policy 
alarms council 


NEWS that safety measures 
will only be implemented on 
highways after accidents have 
taken place, has alarmed a new 
Bridgend councillor. 

Bridgend Town Council was told by 
Coun David Unwin that a call by Coun 
Dennis Davey for traffic calming on 
Rice Street to slow traffic down as it 
leaves the inner by - pass will not be 
allowed, because there have been no 
personal injury accidents recorded by 
police on the street. 

The highway authority takes the 
view that there were, therefore, no sig¬ 
nificant road safety issues at Rice 
Street, and the situation will not be 
investigated. 

Coun Davey said that people wanted 
something done before there was an 
accident. He said: “Why wait for 


somebody to be hit? 

“If we can stop an accident happen¬ 
ing, we should act. All we want is a 
simple traffic calming device at the 
entrance to the street.” 

However, Coun Unwin said that 
there was no such thing as a simple 
traffic calming device, and they each 
cost thousands of pounds. He said it 
was a question of priorities. 

Coun Claire Lewis said she found it 
strange that the issue of road traffic 
accidents worked in reverse to normal 
health and safety procedures. 

She said: “Everybody else has to 
deal with prevention of possible acci¬ 
dents and not wait for an accident to 
happen before taking any action. 

“It is strange that with highway 
safety, something has to happen first. 
Does a child have to die before any¬ 
thing is done?” she asked. 


Councillors query 
the speed statistics 


THE speed of traf¬ 
fic entering Rice 
Street from tbe 
inner by-pass in 
Bridgend is worry¬ 
ing town council¬ 
lors, wbo want 
action from tbe 
highway authority. 

However, Coun David 
Unwin reported that a 
speed exercise was car¬ 
ried out on the inner by¬ 
pass from July 15-22 
and the average speed of 
the 39,000 vehicles 


which were recorded 
was 27mph. 

He said that highway 
chiefs had stated that 
this showed that there 
were no significant 
speeding issues at this 
location. 

Coun Unwin stated 
that to get an average of 
27mph, there must be 
some vehicles travelling 
over 30mph and others 
reaching 40mph. 

He said: “We should 
ask them about the upper 
speeds recorded, so that 
we get a clear picture. 


“It’s too glib to say 
that cars are travelling at 
27mph because they are 
not.” 

Coun Diane Burns 
said that she had recent¬ 
ly travelled up the by¬ 
pass and cars were 
whizzing past her at up 
to 50mph. 

Coun Unwin said that 
the council should write 
again to the highway 
authority, seeking further 
statistical evidence on 
what is happening on 
this road. 

This was agreed. 


Town councillors 
warning — ‘get 
off your bike!’ 

TEENAGERS riding cycles on pavements 
in Bridgend are causing a danger to 
pedestrians, Bridgend Town Council bas 
been told. 

The council had decided at its last meeting to 
check if cycling was allowed within the pedestri¬ 
anised area of tfc town centre, and the clerk report¬ 
ed that it is illegal. People can push bikes but not ride 
them. 

Coun Haydn Morgan said that problems still per¬ 
sisted on the pavement leading from Wildmill along 
Quarella Road towards town. 

He said: “You are taking your life in your hands. 
You have to look behind you all the time. You also 
see people cycling around town, especially in the 
school holidays. They are lumps of boys, not little 
kids. They are quite abusive when you tell them.” 

Coun David Unwin said that the council had con¬ 
tacted the police on this issue, but had received no 
response. 

Coun Bob Burns said that they matter should be 
raised at PACT meetings. This was agreed.

Puppy was 
found with 
broken leg 



A MAN has been sentenced at Bridgend 
Magistrates Court after being found 
guilty of causing unnecessary suffering to 
an American Bulldog puppy. 

Joshua Davies (also known as Joshua Sage) aged 
18, of no fixed address, was banned from keeping 
all animals for five years and ordered to pay costs 
totalling £500. 

He was also given a 12-month supervision order 
and ordered to do 300 hours of unpaid community 
work. 

Bridgend Magistrates’ Court heard that on 
January 7, Mr Davies had been found near the 
Kenfig Nature Reserve with a dog that had suffered 
a broken leg and abrasions to his body. 

He had earlier fallen out with his girlfriend, tak¬ 
ing the dog and leaving her in the car. 

The court was also told that a vet, Mr Greg 
Dixon, examined and treated the dog. He concluded 
that the animal had probably been severely kicked 
and then dragged over a prolonged distance. 

Joshua Davies failed to attend the hearing and 
was convicted in his absence. 

RSPCA inspector Nic De Celis said: “This sen¬ 
tence sends a clear message that acts of random 
cruelty against animals will not be tolerated.”

Lyme disease 
warning to 
pet lovers... 

P ET owners - especially dog walkers 
- should be on their guard in the 
coming months, following some 
alarming findings about Lyme Disease - 
a painful, disabling condition which can 
affect both humans and animals. 

Here, at PDSA, we have seen a 150 per eent 
inerease in the number of suspected cases of 
this disease, which is transmitted by a tick bite, 
over the last three years. 

Symptoms include a rash, fever, lameness 
and fatigue, as well as swollen lymph glands 
and nerve damage. 

We advise pet owners to cover up when in 
woods or long grass - and to check their pets 
after walks for signs of ticks. 

Owners should check the fur, using rubber 
gloves, as an infected tick can bite both the pet 
and human. 

If an owner does find ticks on their pet their 
vet can safely remove them.

LOCAL historian and longstanding GEM contributor, 
ALFRED MILLS - aged 98 - tells of a chance 
encounter that has helped to complete his family tree 


1 AM one of those people 
who always watch Who 
do you think you are? 
on television and I am 
sometimes amazed at the 
coincidences that have led 
to information which has 
been revealed, and which 
has given pleasure to the 
person making the enquiry 
to the TV programme. 

Something of that nature came 
my way recently when I attended 
the funeral of a cousin’s wife in 
Cardiff, where I met relatives I 
had not ever seen or heard of up 
to that occasion. 

My mother was a Wakefield, 
one of a family of eight, com¬ 
prising six daughters and two 
sons, all born in Cardiff in the 
second half of the 19th century. 

One son, Tom, died in Cardiff, 
circa 1924 and the other son, 
Albert (uncle Bert), as a young 
lad, after leaving school, became 
a messenger boy employed by 
the Post Office to deliver 
telegrams - long before house 
telephones were available. 

He was soon called up to 
serve in the 1914-1918 war but, 
sadly, he never survived. The 
message that he had been taken 
prisoner was all the information 
that his family ever had and my 
mother always lamented the fact 
that no further information was 
forthcoming during her lifetime, 
as to how he met his sad end. 

In March this year, I saw an 
obituary notice referring to a 
lady I believed was the wife 
(widow) of a first cousin of mine

A family photograph of Uncle 
Bert on the back of which is 
stated: “Mother’s brother, Bert 
Wakefield. Taken prisoner of 
war in the period 1914-1918 
Never heard of afterwards.” It 
is not known how old he was 
when the photograph was taken 
by WK Cox & Co, 199 Bute 
Road, Cardiff, but it is assumed 
that he was in his 20s. 

(also deceased) and I felt the 
urge to attend the funeral at 
Cardiff. 

Together with my son, we met 
aunts, nieces, cousins and fami¬ 
lies we had never seen before, 
and our presence was appreciat¬ 
ed. 

One lady cousin, now hving 
away, was particularly pleased to 
see us and we learned that she 
has been working on the compi¬ 
lation of a family tree, and thus 
was interested to learn whether I 


could help in any way. 

We have been in touch ever 
since, exchanging views photo¬ 
graphs etc, and I mentioned 
Uncle Bert Wakefield and the 
fact that the only information 
received was that he was taken 
as a prisoner of war. 

Very recently, we received by 
e-mail information that my lady 
cousin had gained through her 
efforts, and this e-mail included 
the official declaration and a 
photograph of Albert’s last rest¬ 
ing place. 

He died on June 27, 1918, at 
the age of 37 (a coincidence that 
my birthday falls on June 26). 
Although the cause of his death 
is not given, the knowledge that 
his memorial stone can be seen 
and is well cared for, is gratify¬ 
ing, albeit that it is located on 
foreign soil. 

I cannot explain why I felt so 
strong an urge to attend that 
funeral at Cardiff, but the pleas¬ 
ure of seeing relatives for the 
first time and the information 
regarding mother’s brother, Bert, 
leads me to think that fate decid¬ 
ed I should attend. 

Although it is late in life for 
me to learn about relations I 
knew nothing about, one cousin 
is delighted that we met and suc¬ 
ceeding correspondence has 
enabled her to complete the fam¬ 
ily tree.

You might have seen 
recent worries expressed 
about the amount of 
information people put 
on social websites such 
as Lacebook and thought 
that you would never be 
that free with your 
details. You might have 
to think again. 

Passwords are used to 
protect your information, 
your identity and your 
money. To be effective 
they need to be secret. 
That means not giving 
them away. 

With credit cards, you 
are given definite 
instructions that you 
must never write down 
your PIN (Personal 
Identification Number) 
on pain of losing your 
protection if somebody 
discovers it and steals 
from your account. 

It is easy to construct 
nonsense passwords; 
you could do it by pick¬ 
ing scrabble tiles out of 
a bag and throwing in a 
few numbers to improve 
it. There is snag of 
course (isn’t there 
always?) You have to 
remember it! 

Step forward birth¬ 
days; names of pets; 
nick-names; favourite 
flowers, favourite 
colours; postcodes; 
where you spent your 
honeymoon; mother’s 
maiden name; children’s 
birthdays; name of your 
house; birthdays back¬ 
wards and so on. Surely 
no-one will be able to 
guess those. Then you 
tell the world what they 
are! 

No, you don’t put 
them onto a social web¬ 
site, but you do put them 
on your own website as 
part of your family tree.

Carwyn Jones intended to 
stand as Leader of the Labour 
Group in the National 
Assembly was not a huge sur¬ 
prise.

He told his audience: 

“I worked with you in 
‘Team Bridgend’ to help 
Labour win back our 
council. 

“We had to listen to 
people. We had to learn 
from people. 

“To win back Wales, 

Welsh Labour has to lis¬ 
ten. 

“To earn the right to 
lead Wales, we have to 
show we understand 
Wales as it is, not Wales 
as it was.” 

Labour politicians 
who have declared their 


support for Mr Jones, include 
Environment Minister Jane Davidson, 
AM for Pontypridd, the first Cabinet 
Minister to do so. 

Wrexham Assembly Member 
Lesley Griffiths also declared her sup¬ 
port last night, following endorse¬ 
ments from Anglesey MP Albert 
Owen and Cardiff South and Penarth 
AM Lorraine Barrett on Friday. 

The Rhondda Assembly Member 
Leighton Andrews has confirmed that 
he will be Mr Jones’ campaign man¬ 
ager. 

The chair of the campaign will be 
Coun David Sage of Bridgend. 

After the launch speech, Carwyn 
Jones was interviewed by BBC and 
ITV news.

that most of us are looking pale, sun-starved 
and weathered by the elements. For Kuhnke, 
though, that’s not a problem. Successful singles 
aren’t always the belles of the ball. 

She explained: “It’s a little known fact that 
availability counts for more than beauty in the 
dating game. 

“A man will tend to pursue a woman who 
may not be the most attractive in the room, as 
long as she’s giving off signals indicating her 
availability. The most important thing to 
understand when searching for a partner is 
how to communicate your interest.”

makes people feel good about you and that 
leads to social and business success.” 

It may not always seem the case, but accord¬ 
ing to Heskell, we were all born flirts. 

She insisted: “Flirting is a natural mecha¬ 
nism designed to help us send signals to some¬ 
one we like, so they might make the approach, 
but some of us have had it parented, or 
schooled out of us.” 

Sadly, many of us have lost the confidence to 
flirt, but there are plenty of DIY steps you can 
take. 

If you’re shy, Heskell suggest practicing with 
older people or children. 

She explained: “They’re more amenable to 
connection as they’re often less inhibited and 
more laid back. Put your full attention on them 
as they come towards you, think nice thoughts 
about them, and look at them. 

“It isn’t rocket science, smile and say hello. 
The more you practice, the more naturally 
you’ll do it with someone you really like.” 

A good flirt will also learn to read situations 
well. Jane Hoskyn, dating expert at 
iVillage.co.uk, says listening is key. She sug¬ 
gests remembering things a man mentions 
early in the conversation and repeating them 
later, making him think you have a great deal 
in common. 

And it’s not only a case of developing your 
own body language, but also interpreting your 
partner’s. 

“If he likes you, he’ll follow your eye contact 
by pushing his shoulders back and puffing out 
his chest - it’s a primate thing,” she says. 

“Also watch out for a suppressed smile and 
super-quick raised eyebrows.” 

Once the art of flirting has been mastered 
and body language finely tuned, these transfer¬ 
able skills can be applied to all areas of life. 

After all, it boils down to being more aware 
of other people, and that’s something that can 
work all year round!

potatoes. Thrkey is low 
in fat and very high in 
protein, which has been 
shown to make you feel 
full for longer, so you 
won’t come back for 
more.” 

VARY YOUR 
VEGETABLES 

“Vegetables are low 
GI and high in fibre 
and will fill you up with 
fewer calories than 
fatty alternatives such

as nibbles and sausage 
rolls. But it’s easy to get 
bored of veg over the 
Christmas season and 
then you’ll start having 
smaller portions. Why 
not try roasting winter 
vegetables like swedes 
and onions or go for 
seasonal cabbage and 
spinach for a change? 

“Roasted potatoes 
are really really high in 
calories because they’ve 
been sitting in fat in the 
oven.

Switch to the 
Mediterranean style 
and you’ll probably 
find you eat less.” 

CHOOSE

PUDDINGS 

“Go for soup because 
it’s more filling than 
greasy vol-au-vents or 
sausages on sticks, and 
for dessert, try some¬ 
thing like meringue 
with fruit and natural 
yoghurt, which will be 
much lower calorie 
than the traditional 
pudding with custard 
and brandy butter. 

“If you really have to 
have Christmas pud¬ 
ding, have a smaller 
portion than normal.”

F or many years, one of the sad¬ 
dest sights for local food-lovers 
with long memories was the 
boarded-up, increasingly decrepit 
appearance of the former Mulligans 
fish restaurant, just outside 
Cowbridge. 

Under its one-time owners, a local husband 
and wife team, it had built up a deserved repu¬ 
tation for excellent seafood cuisine, with its 
patrons drawn to the distinctive eatery from 
near and far aheld, simply by word of mouth - 
in those far off days before computer blogs and 
Twitter sites! 

After the couple’s departure to pastures 
new, and following a change of direction in the 
hands of a brewery chain, the landmark build¬ 
ing finally closed its doors, and was left to lan¬ 
guish alongside the busy A48 road leading to 
Bridgend. 

Until, that is, last year when the building 
was acquired by the Scottish Loch Fyne 
Restaurants group, which in a surprisingly 
short space of time, has not only tastefully 
restored the iconic Vale venue, but is now set 
on elevating it to the higher reaches of the spe¬ 
cialised seafood niche market. 

The new-look Loch Fyne Restaurant opened 
for the first time on July 21, 2008, under its 
young general manager, Emma Passmore. 

Though still only 24, she has already had 
four years management experience with the 
company, including a stint as general manager 
at Loch Fyne’s Henley on Thames restaurant, 
and also at Leeds - having been picked out as 
an early high flier during part-time waitress 
work, while still a student at Bristol university. 

Having been sent to launch the new Vale 
restaurant, she lived in a temporary hut on site 
for weeks beforehand, while arranging the fur¬ 
nishing of the interior, recruiting staff, and 
preparing for the big day. 

“We had to start the restaurant completely 
from scratch after the extensive renovation 
work on the building was complete. It was just 
a shell,” she recalls with a smile. 

“They said to me: ^It’s all yours, Emma. See

you in six weeks’ - and I just had to get on with 
it...There was no gas supply, all of the furni¬ 
ture and fittings had to be ordered, and I had 
to interview hundreds of people for 35 jobs!” 

Did the prospect of launching the restaurant 
at the height of a national ‘credit crunch’ faze 
her? Was she worried that cash-strapped din¬ 
ers would stay away from the new venture? 

“Not really. In fact, before we had even 
opened, the phones began ringing and they 
haven’t stopped since. 

“ At the start, we had so many customers 
that we had to turn some away, in order to 
ensure the high standards of service we have 
set ourselves,” she says. 

Curiosity (and perhaps a touch of nostal¬ 
gia?) may have been a factor in the surge of 
interest, though no doubt underpinned by 
Loch Fyne’s reputation, built up from its early 
days as a humble oyster bar, for a unique 
approach to sustainable farming of fish stocks, 
including salmon (scrupulously avoiding the 
threatened wild variety), from its culinary base 
in the pristine waters of Scotland’s longest sea 
loch on the west coast. 

From there, the streams of fresh fish, oys¬ 
ters, lobsters and various other shellfish, are 
dispatched to the Vale and other Loch Fyne

and beyond. 

The result is a controlled yet eye-catching 
menu of well-presented, not unreasonably- 
priced, tasty seafood delights to tempt the most 
discerning of palates - without necessitating a 
visit to the bank manager! 

The 11 starters on offer vary in price from 
£5 for mussel, clam and tomato chowder; 
Scottish herring fillets in four marinades with 
creme fraiche and pickled cucumber (£6); up 
to £7 for Loch Fyne oysters on ice with accom¬ 
paniments. 

(For variation, there was even a Scottish 
smoked venison dish, or goats cheese, wild 
mushroom and spinach tart). 

However, guided by our attentive waitress, 
Sarah, my choice fell on extremely tasty South 
Coast peppered mackerel fillets counter-bal¬ 
anced by delicious shallot marmalade and 
crunchy toast (£5). 

My companion opted for Loch Fyne ashet, a 
mixed trio of salmon, one of which, a chunky 
hot-smoked mini marvel, was voted “the best I 
have ever tasted” (£7). 

The impressively varied list of main dishes 
ranged in price from £8 for a pair of Loch 
Fyne kippers, to chilled lobster served with 
home-made mayonnaise (half £15, whole £30). 

The mouthwatering fillet of steamed 
Anglesey bass (from the only sea bass farm in 
Britain) with Loch Fyne scallops and braised 
fennel (£15) proved an absolute winner; as did 
the chef’s special, a beautifully cooked fillet of
